‘Catholic School Situation, Present And Prospective’ 


May I ask you to read a few observations con- 
tained in a very excellent report which the Rev. 
William Lester, principal of Central Catholic high 
school, Fort Wayne, prepared on the “Catholic 
School Situation, Present and ive.” 

The Catholic birth rate is considerably higher 
than the non-Catholic aad, therefore, proportion- 
ately more children will be knocking at the doors of 
Catholic schools six years from now than at the pub- 
lic schools. This children who were born 
fm the year 1939 will be entering high school. But 
that was not a year of a high birth rate. 

It is computed that seven years hence we shall 
need 27.347 additional elementary teachers and 3,500 
new elernentary schools, costing $850,000,000.00 (ac-

cording to present day costs) even if we hoped only 
to maintain our present national average of enroll- 
ing approximately 46% of Catholic elementary pup- 
ils in Catholic schools. 


During the past ten years 92% of the parochial 
schools eighth grade graduates have enrolled in Cen- 
tral Catholic in Fort Wayne. During the past six 
years 94% have enrolled. 

Last year 1,162 infant baptisms took place in 
the Fort Wayne Catholic parishes. It is computed 
from statistics, covering the last eight years, that 3“ 


the actual figures show that 721 children were en- 
rolled in the first grade in Fort Wayne parish schools 
last year. If 650 of them will eventually enter Cen- 
tral Catholic High School, it will mean that in a 
few years we shall need one or two Catholic high 
schools capable of receiving some 2,600 children — 
twice our present enrollment. 

Protestant churches and other institutions are 
being built, in large part, by wealthy individuals, 
who, over a period of years, will be able to make 
such deductions on their income tax report as to 
found the institution without any actual cost to 
themselves. We have no Catholics doing this in our 
entire diocese. (This latter observation is not that

The belief in the Immaculate 
Conception of Mary should cre- 
ate no difficulty in the minds of 
non-Catholics, because compar- 
atively few believe that any of 
us were conceived in sin. They 
simply do not believe in Origi- 
nal Sin. But if people are con- 
ceived and born free of Original 
Sin, then they are conceived and 
born immaculate. 

St. Paul tells-us that Christ 
was “made of a woman” (Gal 
4:4). That means that He took 


from her the Kesh which would 


crucified and the  bicod 
which would be shed for man- 
kind's sins 

Now how can a Christian 
honestly believe that God would 
not apply the infinite merits of 
His Son's passion antecedently 
to Mary, as they are applied to 
us after His passion and death?

The quiet, soft-spoken priest 
who has filled the very big shoes 
of Father Flanagan was the elev- 
enth child of twelve children. He 
was born at Humphrey, Nebraska, 
on July 8, 1898. He is of German 
and Alsatian descent and reflects 
the deep piety and studious traits 
of his ancestry. As a boy attend- 
ing the elementary school at Hum- 
phrey he became quite a proven 
baseball player. In fact, he used 
his ability as a pitcher to pay his 
seminary expenses while studying 
at St. Joseph's Seminary at Teuto- 
polis, Illinois.

He was going through a 
living bell and trying to put up a 
front. He wasn't happy. He was 
plain miserable!“

session—consoling for both dad 
and son—dad suggested that the 
next thing for the boy was a good 
confession. The boy agreed. Dad 
reached for the phone—at two in 
the morning, mind you—and called 
the priest. 

A sleepy voice on the other end

Thought Suggestion 

This pattern of clever and 


subtle bigotry runs through the 
entire book. As an example. there 
is absolutely no mention of the 
fact that the first book to come 
off Johannes Gutenbergs print- 
ing press was a Catholic Bible. or 
that it is regarded as one of the 
treasures of the world today.

ST. CLARE OF ASSISI—The Church celebrates the feast of 
St. Clare of Assisi on August 12. This is a reproduction of a 
famous fresco in the Convent of St. Clare at Assisi where her 
body rests. St. Clare, who was born in 1193, received the veil 
from St. Francis of Assisi, and founded the world-wide order 
of the Poor Clares. She governed the cloistered congregation 
of nuns for some 40 years and Popes, cardinals, and other 
leading prelates of the Church came frequently to consult her. 
She died in 1253, and was canonized only two years later.

The feast of this devotee of Mary 


occurs on August 12, marking, this |
